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J.1 . On  May  30  Portuguese  Ministry  of  Foreign  Affairs  Chief  of 
the  Non-Proliferation  Office  Pedro  Sousa  Abreu  provided 
diplomatic  notes  to  us  and  to  our  Russian  counterparts  to 
endorse  the  Statement  of  Principles  for  the  Global  Initiative 
to  Combat  Nuclear  Terrorism.  Sousa  Abreu  noted  that  his 
office  would  be  the  primary  Government  of  Portugal  point  of 
contact  for  issues  related  to  the  Global  Initiative. 

^2.  The  written  endorsement  to  the  Statement  of  Principles 
also  includes  the  suggestion  that  the  European  Commission  be 
invited  to  participate  in  the  Global  Initiative,  given  the 
commission, s competencies  and  responsibilities  for  related 
issues.  Sousa  Abreu  also  added  that  Portugal  would  engage 
its  Lusophone  colleagues  to  encourage  wider  participation  in 
the  Global  Initiative.
